Uniform Purchasing 
Methods Bowen Goal 


Tighter controls on purchasing 
and inventory are in the offing 
as the manager readies new order 
forms and a procedures manual, 

Effective May 1, all municipal 
purchases of non-bid items worth 
more than a total of $10 will be 
certified by the manager and the 
town accountant, and all deliveries 
vouched for on a ‘‘goldenrod*’* 
sheet signed by the vendor, 

What Manager Richard Bowenis 
after is documentation for every 
purchase, 

In theory, purchase requisitions 
are supposed to clear the manager 
under present procedures, but out 
of long-habit some department 
heads submit requisitions for 
routine and necessary items after 


the fact, 

Department heads will stillhave 
the authority to make small, one- 
of-a-kind purchases, but at the end 
of the month they will be expected 
to compile a purchase order for 
such items, Supporting the order 
will be vouchers. signed by 
merchants at the time of purchase, 
instead of their bills which now 
come in as the informal record 
of these smalltransactions, Bowen 
said, The same procedure will 
apply to the keeping of records on 
deliveries of such contract items 
as fuel,

Auto Liability 
A Loss Leader 


Auto liability has become the 
“loss leader*’® of insurance, pro- 
ducing heavy under-writing losses 
in the past decade according tothe 
Journal of American Insurance, 

“After earning $33.3 billion in 
auto liability premiums in a highly 
competitive market, after ad- 
ministering these funds on behalf 
of their policyholders, and after 
paying more than 63 million 
claims, the auto insurance industry 
showed an underwriting loss of 
$865.7 million on the liability por- 
tion of auto insurance’? in the 
decade 1954-63, said the Journal, 
publication of the American Mutual 
Insurance Alliance, Last year was 
the ‘‘poorest year for property 
liability insurance since 1906, the 
year of the San Francisco earth- 
quake,” the Journal added, 

The Journal pinpointed these 
factors which helped push up the 
cost of auto accidents and, inturn, 
the cost of auto liability insurance 
since 1954; 

® Traffic congestion is much 
worse, greatly increasing the 
accident odds, Licensed drivers 
have increased from 72,2 million 
‘to 93.7 million, Registered 
vehicles are up from 57,9 million 
to 86,1 million, And vehicle-miles 
driven soared from 560 billion to 
more than 900 billion annually, 

@ Property-damage accidents 
have increased from 8.7 million 
in 1954 to more than 11 million 
a year, Bodily injuries jumped 
from 1,25 million to 1,65 million, 
Traffic deaths increased from 
36,000 to 47,900, 

@ The average insurance pay- 
ment per claim has been rising 
steadily, In 1954 an average bodily 
injury claim cost $966; in 1963 

‘the average was $1,156 - an 
increase of 20 per cent, The aver- 
age property damage claim rose 
more than twice as much - from 
$124 in 1954 to $185 in 1963, an 
increase of 49 per cent, 

These claims costs have been 
pushed upward by inflation in all 
the factors which determine the 
price of auto insurance, said the 
Journal, Medical care costs were 
up 37 per cent in the 1954-63 
decade, led by a rise of 57 per 
cent in hospital room rates, 
Physicians’ fees rose 34 per cent, 

Auto repair costs jumped 20 per 
cent during the decade, Moreover, 
the average age of cars on the 
road has dropped, Result: Cars

Dilemma Dis rupts 


Council Of Churches 


Word of a dilemma, responsible 
for a long smoldering controversy 
in the Andover Council of 
Churches, broke into the headlines 
last week, 

On Thursday two local ministers 
and delegations from their 
churches walked out on a Council 
meeting after the majority voted 
approval for a revised constitu- 
tion that has the effect of limiting 
active membership to churches 
accepting Jesus Christ as Lord 
and Saviour, 

This move was interpreted by 
Rev, Keith C, Munson, pastor of 
the Unitarian Universalist Church, 
as a refusal of his application for 
membership, The Universalist 
Congregation could not accept the 
newly-written preamble to the 
Council’s constitution which reads: 
“We, the churches of Andover, 
Mass,, desiring to work together 
in areas of common concern and to 
declare in unison that Jesus Christ 
is Lord and Saviour, do hereby 
adopt this constitution and 
solemnly pledge ourselves to be 
governed by its provisions, 

Actually, says Rey, J, Edison 
Pike, rector of Christ Episcopal 


Church and president of the 
Council, the issue was notsoclear 
cut, 

In the organization, and already. 
active are delegates from Faith 
Lutheran Church, led by Rev, Hart= 
land Gifford, So long as the Couns 
cil ran along informally as an 
orthodox Christian organization, 
this congregation's affiliation was 
permitted by its body of church 
law, Introduction of a congregation 
outside the orthodox Christian 
family made a formal statement 
of the organization’s essentially 
Christian aims a requirement for 
continued Lutheran membership, 

Rev, Pike said this week, in the 
aftermath of a meeting described 
by one minister as ‘‘bitter and 
unhappy’’, that the matter of con= 
stitutional revision was already 
before the council prior to the 
Unitarian move from Lawrence ta 
Andover, 

He said also that the question 
of the argumentative preamble was 
brought up prior to Rev, Munson’s 
request for membership, He did 
admit, however, that such a situae 
tion was anticipated, 

What the council was presented 
with, in effect, was a decision for

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Economic Understanding 

Since when is ‘‘speculator’’ a dirty word? Since when 
is it Synonymous with ‘‘unscrupulous’’ and “dishonest?” 

Inferences that the latter are adjectives aptly applied 
to the former were made at Town Meeting last month by 
opponents of various proposals which could involve 
personal profit. This somewhat blanket labeling of the 
man who is willing to gamble on economic success cannot 
help but disturb those concerned with the deteriorating 
appreciation for what it is that drives the wheels of 
modern commerce — the profit motive. 

Take as a case in point the attitude toward Harry 
Axelrod’s vetoed request for re-zoning of residential land 
adjacent to Sheraton Rolling Green Motel to permit con- 
struction of a shopping center. 

Insinuating sneers met the developer’s statement that 
he sold land opposite the motel, which WAS zoned fora 
shopping center, to the U. S. General Services Adminis- 
tration because the federal government insisted, and they 
further insinuated that he had certainly made a tidy profit 
on the transaction. And why not? Since bartering was 
discarded as a means of exchanging goods, what else has 
anyone hoped for from a business transaction? 

This is not intended as a defense of Harry Axelrod or 
his shopping center proposal. Certainly the townspeople 
are under no obligation to re-zone anything for the mere 
convenience of land speculators. 

What we do decry is the apparently far too prevalent 
notion that there is something intrinsically shady about 
speculation and speculators. 

There is a certain irony in this attitude in a Town that 
has mushroomed into a highly touted residential commu- 
nity since World War II because of the activities of real 
estate speculators. An estimated 75 percent of the new 
homes built in Andover are built on speculation, Last year 
alone roughly 130 were constructed by contractors who 
speculated that they could turn a profit. 

There is additional irony in the fact that the same 
Town Meeting which listened to a deprecation of some 
forms of speculation, heard accolades for Contractor C. 
Lincoln Giles who is, by his own admission, a speculator 
who has accomplished what he has in downtown face- 
lifting by transforming white elephants into profits. 

By strictest definition, a speculator is one who buys 
with the expectation that he can later sell what he has 
acquired for a better price than he paid. 

But the fact is that there is an element of speculation 
in every business venture, and it is the men who are 
willing to speculate — to take risks and gamble on the 
rewards — who create jobs for the less venturesome. 

Major misconceptions about how the American economic 
system functions, and must function to remain free, are 
widespread; the business community is just beginning to 
learn how widespread, 

The Lawrence Chamber of Commerce recently quizzed 
some 200 teenagers participating in a preparation-for-work 
program to gain some insight into their level of economic 
understanding. Sixty-two percent of them answered that 
they believe it is the responsibility of the federal govern- 
ment to see that everyone who is willing to work has a 
job. 

Fifty-three percent of them said that they believe most 
business firms could raise their wages 10 cents an hour 
without raising prices. Fifty-five percent indicated they 
believe most business firms could cut their prices 10 
percent and still make a reasonable profit; 45% said they 
feel that owners of business in this country get too large 
a percent of the company’s sales dollar compared with 
what employees are paid. 

In a similar ‘‘test’’ of 115 high school students in 
Virginia last year 73 percent said they believe owners 
benefit more than employees from the increased pro- 
ductivity made possible by the installation of new equip- 
ment. Eighty-six percent said the government should take 
steps to keep wage rates from falling in hard times. 

These attitudes unfortunately mirror those of a large 
segment of the adult population and are the reason it is 
important to point out that to speculate honorably is in the 
best interests of the American tradition.
